In a Saloon Row Mike Kobe Assaults 
Joseph Rissiar with a Pocket 
Knife.—Result of the Wound 
Yet Uncertain. 


Joseph Bissiar was stubbed with a 
pocket knife in the hands of Mike 
Kobe at Crawford ’s saloon, corner of 
Fifth and Laurel streets, on Monday 
evening, the result of a drunken row. 
Ju st how the tight occurred is hard 
to determine as there are several 
versions of the affair. 
Kobe had 
been in the saloon for some time 
and had been drinking.

W ashington, July 20 The long pend­ 
ing reciprocity treaty negotiation* b e­ 
t w e e n Die United S t a t e s and France 
were brought to a s u c c e s s f u l close at 
the State 
d e p a r t m e n t 
late yesterday 
afternoon when A m b a s s a d o r ( ’ambon, 
in behalf of I ■'’ranee, and Commissioner 
Kasson, In behalf of the United States, 
affixed their signatures to the resiproc- 
Ity treaty. 
It is bay far tin* most im­ 
port a ut treaty 
concluded 
under the 
reciprocity provisions of 
th e Dingh y 
law, and t h e only one afflicting the 
trade with a large commerclei nation. 
The negotiations were m arked by rath 
cr sharp 
and long 
continued discus­ 
sions which continued up to the time 
tile 
signatures were 
placed 
on the 
document. 
In the end a spliit of com­ 
promise prevailed and eeach side yie ld ­ 
e d something. 
As a w hole both sides 
express satisfaction with 
the general 
results secured, for while tin* compro­ 
mise necessitated 
s o m e 
minor sacri­ 
fices, tin* general effect of the treaty 
will encourage commerce between tile 
tw o countries. 
The concessions granted by France 
em braced most of tin* articles In which 
Is known as the French m inim um tar­ 
iff.

sary, however, owing to protests from

“In a scries of m eetings in which the 
above delegates participated, inspired 
throughout by th e desire to realize in 
the highest possible m easure the gen­ 
erous views of its august Initiator, the 
conference has draw n up for the ap­ 
proval of the respective governm ents 
the series of conventions and declara- 
tions appended: 
‘‘Convention for the pacific settle­ 
ment of international disputes. 
“Convention concerning tin* laws and 
custom s of w a r on land. 
Convention for the adoption of law s 
against the use of asphyxiating or de­ 
leterious gases from balloon projectiles 
and for th e prohibition of the us* of 
bullets that easily expand in the h u ­ 
man body.” 
The final net 
contains 
five expres­ 
sions of opinion, as follows: 
“The conference considers that lim­ 
itations of tLf* m ilitary charges w hich 
a t present oppress the world are great­ 
ly to be d e s i r e d and the increase of tin 
m aterial and ultim ate w e l f a r e of m an­ 
kind. 
“The conference expresses the opin­ 
ion th a t the question of tin* rights an d 
duties of neutrals should he inscribed 
on the program m e of a conference to 
be held at an early date. 
“T he conference expresses the opin­ 
ion th a t questions relative to the typo 
and calibre of rifles and naval artillery, 
as exam ined by it. should 
I m * the sub­ 
ject of study by tho different govern­ 
ments w ith a view to arriving at a 
uniform solution by a future confer­ 
ence. 
“T he conference expresses the wish 
th a t an early convention he called to 
revise the G eneva convention. 
“The conference has resolved th a t 
questions relating to the Inviolability 
of private property in w a r on land and 
the bom bardm ent of tow ns or villages 
in naval w a r be reserved for future 
conferences.’* 
A c h i e v e d n u t L i t t l e . 
London, July 25.—All the m orning 
papers devote editorials to the closing 
of the peace conference at The H ague 
and note w ith satisfaction the progress 
m ade in th e direction of arbitration, 
which, strengthened by a perm anent 
court, will lead to a wider resort to 
arbitration in m inor cases, and lf suc­ 
cessful. will accustom tin* powers to a 
gradual extension to m ore serious m a t­ 
ters. 
In other respects, they declare, th e 
conference achieved little, but, as the 
Times says, “th at w as not the fault 
of the conference, for the czar’s project 
was im practicable.”

Washington, July 26—The long pend­ 
ing reciprocity treaty negotiations be- 
tween the United States anti France 
were brought to a successful close at 
the stat© department late yesterday 
afternoon wdien Ambassador (’ambon, 
In behalf of France, aud Commissioner 
Kasson. In behalf of the United States, 
affixed their signatures to the reslproc- 
lty treaty. It is bay far the most Im­ 
portant treaty 
concluded 
under the 
reciprocity provisions of the Dlugley 
law, and the only one afflocting the 
trode with a large commercial nation. 
The negotiations were marked by rath­ 
er sharp and long continued discus­ 
sions which continued up to the time 
the 
signatures were 
placed 
on the 
document. In the end a spirit of com­ 
promise prevailed and ©each side yield­ 
ed something. As a whole both sides 
express satisfaction with the general 
results secured, for while the compro­ 
mise necessitated some minor sacri­ 
fices, the general effect of the treaty 
will encourage commerce between the 
two countries. 
The concessions granted by France 
embraced most of the articles in which 
is known as the French minimum tar­ 
iff. 
n ils 
comprises 
944 heads, the 
rate being on 
an average 
about 20 
per cent below those 
In the general 
tariff on France. It was found neces­ 
sary, however, owing to protests from 
French agrarian 
interests to except 
from* this minimum list about twenty- 
four articles, chiefly agricultural prod­ 
ucts. 
Tye 
French 
ministry 
was 
obliged to pay heed to this sentiments, 
and in turn M. (’ambon made the ex­ 
ceptions a condition 
of 
closing the 
treaty. 
It was on \his point that the 
negotiations were in doubt for several 
days, and it was only by compromis­ 
ing on the extent of 
the exceptions 
that an agreement was made possible. 
As first presented the exoeptlono num­ 
bered twelve, but some of these were 
classes including a number of distinct 
items, so that in all there were a large 
number of exceptions. 
As finally de 
termined upon these exceptions were 
narrowed down to twenty-four, and 
outside of them the United States gets 
the benefit of all the reductions on the 
French minimum list. 
Besides the reductions given to this 
country the treaty is important in con­ 
tinuing a number of minimum rates 
which would have been abolished of 
the treaty 
had not 
been concluded. 
Tho most Important of these articles 
are petroleum and mineral ores. 
At 
present these oils enter France on the 
minimum 
list, but 
has 
this treaty 
failed a rate would have been Unposed 
making a difference of duty amounting 
to about $5,000,000. The same is true 
ns to cotton, which is one of the chief 
articles of shipment from the United 
States to France and enters duty free. 
Had the treaty failed 
a heavy duty 
would have been imposed upon Ameri­ 
can cotton. The same Is true of copper, 
rubber and 
many 
classes 
of 
ma­ 
chinery. 
France 
secured 
important 
concessions on over one hundred of the 
chief products sent by France to this 
country. 
The 
treaty will

It 
will I*© settled by amicable agreement 
between the United States and Great 
Britain, one nation making concessions 
on this question in return for conces­ 
sions by tile other on some other ques­ 
tion at issue between the two govern­ 
ments. 
This is the view expressed by an of­ 
ficial having much to do with the pend­ 
ing negotiations. Referring to Sir Wil­ 
frid Laurier’s speech in the Canadian 
house of commons, in which the Cana­ 
dian premier declared there were only 
two ways by which the 
difficulty 
could be settled—arbitration or war— 
the official wild significantly: 
“Sir Wilfrid Lauder is merely stat­ 
ing to the Canadian parliament the 
recognized methods by which civill7.ed 
nations settle controversies. There are 
three method*—first, by mutual con­ 
cessions; second, by arbitration, and 
third, by war. Sir Wilfrid neglected to 
mention the first and most Important 
of these methods. The administration 
recognizes the importance of the boun­ 
dary question existing between Cana­ 
da and Hie United States, but It is not 
considered as impossible of settlement 
satisfactorily to the American miners 
and the Canadian government.

The Hague, July 26.—The final act 
embodying the results of the interna­ 
tional peace conference, after enumer­ 
ating the names and qualifications of 
all the delegates, reads: 
•In a series of meetings in which the 
above delegates participated, inspired 
throughout by the desire to realize in 
the highest possible measure the gen­ 
erous views of its august initiator, the 
conference has drawn up for the ap­ 
proval of the respective governments 
the series of conventions and declara­ 
tions appended: 
‘Convention for the pacific settle­ 
ment of International disputes. 
‘Convention concerning the laws and 
customs of war on land. 
Convention for the adoption of laws 
against the use of asphyxiating or de­ 
leterious gases from balloon projectiles 
and for the prohibition of the use of 
bullets that easily expand In the hu­ 
man body.” 
The final act contains five expres­ 
sions of opinion, as follows: 
“The conference considers that lim­ 
itations of the military charges which 
at present oppress the world are great­ 
ly to be desired and tile increase of the 
material and ultimate welfare of man­ 
kind. 
‘‘The conference expresses the opin­ 
ion that the question of the rights and 
duties of neutrals should be inscribed 
on the programme of a conference to 
be held at an early date. 
“The conference expresses the opin­ 
ion that questions relative to the type 
and calibre of rifles and naval artillery, 
as examined by it. should be the sub­ 
ject of study by the different govern­ 
ments with a view to arriving at a 
uniform solution by a future confer­ 
ence. 
“The conference expresses the wish 
that an early convention be called to- 
revise the Geneva convention. 
“The conference has resolved that 
questions relating to the inviolability* 
of private property In war on land and 
the bombardment of towns or villages 
in naval war be reserved for future 
conferences.” 
A c h ie v e d B u t L ittle . 
London, July 25.—All the morning 
papers devote editorials to the closing 
of the peace conference at The Hague 
and note with satisfaction the progress 
made in the direction of arbitration,, 
which, strengthened by a permanent 
court, will lead to a wider resort to 
arbitration in minor cases, and if suc­ 
cessful, will accustom the powers to a 
gradual extension to more serious mat­ 
ters. 
In other respects, they declare, the 
conference achieved little, hut, as the 
Times says, “that was not the fault 
of the conference, for the czar’s project 
was impracticable.”

Rain fell during 
most of the afternoon and did what 
the police have been unable to do— 
keep crowds from collecting and mo­ 
lesting cars. 
Eleven of the fourteen lines of the 
Big Consolidated Street railway were 
In operation before 7 o’clock. 
The 
lines oil which cars were not started 
were the Union, Burton and Clark ave­ 
nue routes. 
Adjt. Gen. Axline is in command of 
the military here and approximates the 
force under him at twenty companies, 
aggregating nearly 1,200 men. 
Four 
hundred of them—Columbus, Newark 
and Chillicothe — arrived yesterday 
morning and were distributed about 
the city at points where it is Judged 
most probable trouble will occur if any 
at all takes place. Mayor Farley said 
to the Associated Press today that he 
thought the force of police and soldiers 
under Gen. Axline sufficient to over­ 
awe any mobs which might collect. 
Mayor Farley, Gen. Axline, Police 
Director Bret and Assistant Corpora­ 
tion Conned Excel had a long consulta­ 
tion, the result of which was that a 
largo guard of soldiers was sent to 
South Brooklyn, where the mayor be­ 
lieves the disturbing element to be the 
strongest. The executive committee of 
the strikers Issued a statement deny 
Ing any connection with recent disturb­ 
ances, including the nitro-glyoerine ex­ 
plosion which Sunday wrecked an Eu 
did avenue car, ami aver their deter­ 
mination to refrain from any unlawful 
acts. Friends of the strikers are asked 
to withhold their patronage from the 
Big Consolidated company. 
Ralph Hawley, the non-union con 
ductor who killed Henry Corn welt, a 
boy. 
appeared 
before a magistrate 
charged with murder In the second de­ 
gree. The hearing was postponed and 
the defendant held without ball. 
With the coming of darkness small 
riots, mostly in the foreign inhabited 
part of the city, made their appearance 
and conflicts In which nobody was se 
rlously hurt took place between the 
soldiers and police on one side and al­ 
leged strikers and their sympathizers 
on the other. 
On Broadway the cars laden with 
guardp and a few passengers traveled 
In pairs, and at Clay and Pear! streets 
a mob of about two thousand men and 
boys with a sprinkling of women, gath­ 
ered, and when they could elude the 
soldiers stoned the cars and 
crews 
Conflicts were frequent and a number 
of arrests were made. At IO o’clock. 
as a crowd of militia was nearing tin 
spot, the crowd bombarded a pair of 
cars with stones and specimens of veg 
etation far from being wholesome. The 
soldiers charged with fixed bayonets 
and in a few minutes the erstwhile ag­ 
gressive mob was concealed In the al­ 
leys, by streets and their rookery-like 
houses. There were a few incipient 
riots in South Brooklyn before mid­ 
night, but the guards had the situation 
well in hand.

The annual rejiort in regard to 
reservoirs at the headwaters of the 
Mississippi river has been issued, 
of which the following 
will be of 
interest: 
The report says that the deficiency 
of 1-K98 allowed the use of the unex­ 
pended appropriation for the con­ 
struction of reservoirs at the head 
waters of the Mississippi and under 


t h i s c lause funds originally appro­ 
priated for the (lull lake reservoir 
were applied to the reconstruction 
of the old dam at Lake Winnebi- 
goshish and to the building of the 
new dike at Pine river. 
The river 
and harbor aet of the last session 
clearly approved the policy of mak­ 
ing tin1 reservoirs permanent by 
suitable changes in 
the types of 
dams and sluices. 
The question of 
land damages should be determined 
by accurate surveys and all lands 
actually submerged should he pur­ 
chased or flowage easements to I hem 
should be procured by the United 
States. 
Under the terms of the act, 
says Major Abbott, it will be pos­ 
sible to replace the decayed wooden 
structures which now constitute, the 
dam at Winnibigoshish and Leech 
lake. 
It will bt* the middle of the 
summer of BKK) before th# work at 
tho former will permit, the transfer 
of tin* plant to the latter point. 
Leech lake dam will, therefore, be 
replaced in the .summers of RNK) and 
1901. By that time it will bo urgently 
necessary to replace the Fine river 
dam with a suitable concrete struc­ 
ture*. 
By the time the Pine river 
dam is renewed, the Uokegama dam 
will require immediate attention. 
The dam at Sandy luke is in good 
order and should Hoed no extensive 
repairs for at 
least eight years. 
During tin* past year a dike about 
TOO f e e t long was jtartly built at the 
Pine river reservoir. 
It will bo com­ 
pleted this summer. 
Plans tor t he* 
now concrete dam at Lake \\ innibi 
goatfish were approved and the pur 
chase of material begun. 
Some pro­ 
gress was made in securing flowage 
rights at the Pokegama falls dam. 
but condemnation proceedings will 
have to be resorted to. 
Uompletion 
of the surveys inaugurated under the 
act of last March will enable the 
government to dispose of intricate 
and irritating conflicts of fact and 
right to flowage rights overall lands 
affected by the reservoirs permanent 
ly.

gama falls, Pine river and Sandy 
lake have beeu operated as usual.

A telegram from Washington says 
Secretary Hitchcock has announced 
that tin* government has determined 
to sell the north half of Section 15 of 
Cass Lake townsite, under the act of 
1881). 
The laud will be advertised in 
tho regular way and settlers will be 
allowed to remain until the sale is 
effected. 
Settlers on Section It* will 
have to move, lint the government 
will not use any harsh measures. 
It 
was decided that, as section lands 
arn agricultural, they cannot be sold 
until other parts of the law are com­ 
plied with. 
This order will allow 
the whites to remain. 
The land will 
bo sold in 40-acre tracts and the sale 
will probably take place October 1st.

The director of the Oklahoma E x ­ 
periment Station rays; 
The 
experiment 
station 
receives 
more inquiries from Oklahoma fa rm ­ 
ers concerning grasses or clovers than 
on any other one subject. 
Aside from 
our native grasses there is no true 
grass well adapted for pasture or hay 
or both which with our present knowl­ 
edge and experience we can 
recom­ 
mend with confidence for cultivation 
over the territory generally, and 
the 
same is true of the clovers proper. E x ­ 
periments in K a n sa s and Texas have 
great value in helping us to form con­ 
clusions. 
Over much of these great 
states no one of the cultivated grasses 
proper has been found to thrive. 
At 
the experiment station at Stillwater 
fair success has been obtained on some 
trials with timothy 
and 
with blue 
grass, but other trials have 
proved 
failures. 
Orchard grass has done well 
in growth, but a full stand has not 
yet been secured in any trial. 
Poor 
success has resulted 
from 
repeated 
trials of Bromug inermus and English 
Fescue, grasses which have been rec­ 
ommended for this region. 
Bermuda 
grass grows readily and spreads rapid­ 
ly in many parts of Oklahoma, and, 
with some marked objectionable qual­ 
ities, it is coming into favor both as 
lawn and pasture grass. Johnson grass 
makes a vigorous growth. 
It is a 
coarse grass, and the difficulty of erad­ 
icating it is such that many farmers 
are strongly opposed to its use. 
As yet the safest advice that can be 
given is to leave much of the rough 
or stony land or any otherwise unde­ 
sirable for cultivation in the native 
grasses. 
The station has also had suc­ 
cess with red, alsike and white clover 
in some cases. 
The last does best, but 
its smaller size aud light yield unfits 
it for sowing alone. 
Alfalfa is by far 
the most successful and valuable hay 
and pasture plant introduced into the 
territory. 
With good preparation of 
the soil it thrives well over nearly all 
the eastern half of the territory 
at 
least. 
It is not adapted to lands sub­ 
ject to overflow or those with impervi­ 
ous subsoil or what are called alkali 
lands; neither does it do well on very 
sandy land. 
For hogs it is almost a 
perfect pasture. 
There is some danger 
in pasturing cattle or sheep on it, but 
it 
makes excellent hay. 
It usually 
gives a large yield and its value 
is 
much increased by the fact that when 
once established it may be relied upon 
for a series of years. 
As a partial substitute for the ordi­ 
nary grass, Kafir corn and sorghum 
are increasingly grown, 
chiefly 
for 
hay or fodder, but with the increasing 
use of these crops for pasturage. Many 
northern farmers do not take kindly 
to the cultivation of cow peas. 
This 
crop has value as a substitute 
for 
clovers, and its rapid 
growth 
and 
large yield of fairly palatable and nu­ 
tritive food, as well as its great value 
as a manuring crop, entitles it to in­ 
creased attention. 
Soy or S o ja bean 
has many of the same characteristics, 
but in trials at the station has not 
given nearly so large a yield. 
This 
is better adapted for northern 
than 
the southern parts of the 
territory. 
The experiment station is experiment­ 
ing with a large number of varieties 
of grasses and has not abandoned hope 
that some may be found which can be 
recommended with 
some 
confidence 
for general cultivation in the terri­ 
tory.

Mr. E. A. Riehl read a paper on nut 
culture. 
He 
said: 
Very 
little 
has 
been done in this state in the culture 
of nuts, and it is doubted by many if 
nut culture can be made a profitable 
industry. 
There are undoubtedly parts 
of this country that are better adapted 
to nut culture with a view to profit 
than is our state, yet I am inclined 
to the#belief that we may grow’ certain 
varieties of nuts on some of our lands 
at a good profit. 
However that may 
be, there is no doubt that we can and 
should grow nuts for home consum p­ 
tion; not merely that we may save a 
small sum thereby, hut that we may 
have them; for, like fruit, if they are 
not grown on the farm, the family is 
very apt to go without them.

The hard-shelled almond is fully as 
hardy as the peach, and will thrive in 
the sam e localities. 
It Is as good as 
the soft-shelled almond, except 
that 
the shell is hard like a peach seed, and 
the outer covering of the seed is bit­ 
ter, which should be removed by being 
scalded and peeled, when it can be 
used for any purpose for which a l­ 
monds are used. 
The chestnut thrives in some parts 
of this state, notably on the loose for­ 
mation along the Mississippi river. 
I 
have 
trees 
of 
the American sweet 
chestnut, which were planted 
thirty 
years ago. 
They bear well and regu­ 
larly, and are among the best we have, 
and are perhaps the best for planting, 
where profit Is concerned. 
Especially 
Is this true of the newer and improved 
varieties we now have, like Paragon 
and Ridgely. 
The Paragon is a large 
nut, of excellent quality, bears very 
young, producing nuts often the sec­ 
ond year from graft, and trees less 
than five feet high will often have sev­ 
eral dozen nuts of the largest size. The 
Ridgely is very similar to the P a r a ­ 
gon in every w’ay except that it is 
somewhat smaller; but it is a little 
better in quality. 
There are quite a 
num ber of other varieties that are said 


to be fine, large and 
early bearers. 
Some of these are said to be equal to 
the American in quality, 
i have not 
fruited any except the American, P ar­ 
agon and Ridgely. 
I have little faith In some of the 
Ja panese varieties sent out. 
I have 
sent for some of the varieties grown in 
the East, and have found them to be 
of very poor quality. 
The chestnut has a peculiarity that 
we should not lose sight of, which is 
that while male and female blossoms 
are borne on all trees, the male blos­ 
soms will not pollenlze 
the 
female 
blossoms on the same tree, but the pol­ 
len must come from some other tree. 
This is true when the trees are grown 
from seed; when, however, they are 
grafted varieties, all trees of that vari­ 
ety are practically the sam e tree, and 
pollen must come from some other tree 
that is either a seedling or a different 
variety. 
The Paragon and Ridgely are 
so large, of such good quality and bear 
so young and profusely that I believe 
it will pay to grow them for market. 
We have one decided advantage over 
eastern growers in that we have no 
chestnut weevils. 
I have never seen 
a wormy chestnut grown in the West. 
The 
shellback 
hickory, 
of 
which 
there are many varieties, is native to 
nearly all parts of Illinois, and is one 
of the best nuts we have. 
The old 
trees that are left when land is cleared 
are apt to die In a few years, not being 
able 
to 
adapt 
themselves 
to 
the 
changed conditions. 
We have not yet 
learned to graft these trees success­ 
fully in this latitude. 
As we cannot 
graft them, the next best thing is to 
plant nuts from the best nut-bearing 
trees w’e can find; plant them thick 
enough so that when they come into 
bearing we can remove all the inferior 
ones and leave only the best. 
Trees 
grown from nuts 
vary 
greatly, like 
seedling 
fruit trees. 
Hickories 
will 
come into bearing in from fifteen to 
twenty-five years. 
W hat I have said about the hickory 
also applies to the pecan, only I think 
the nuts vary even to a greater extent. 
1 think they are the finest native nuts 
we have, and while not growing nat­ 
urally as high up as the northern line 
of this state, I believe they will grow 
and thrive if planted. 
The black walnut is a rapid grower, 
and comes into bearing sooner than 
the hickory or pecan. 
The butternut 
is a near relative of the black walnut, 
and its treatment should be the same. 
That the English walnut can be grown 
in some parts of Ibis state will be 
news to many. 
There are some grow­ 
ing on a farm near me. 
The nuts 
came from Hungary, and the trees at 
first died down in our hard winters; 
but now they seem to have adapted 
themselves to our conditions, and some 
of the nuts are here on exhibition 


SCIENTIFIC TOPICS. 


American 
Grown 
Tea.—Secretary 
Wilson has believed for some time that 
we should grow’ some of our own tea 
in the United States and he proposes to 
convince the people of the south that 
they 
can 
keep 
in the country and 
themselves get a good share of the $10,- 
000,000 sent abroad for this article a n ­ 
nually. 
The secretary has just return­ 
ed from a visit to the tea farm of Dr. 
Shepard, at Summerville, S. C., where 
are in cultivation about fifty acres of 
tea. 
L a st year these yielded about 3,- 
500 pounds of superior black tea, which 
sells readily, it is stated, at $1 a pound. 
The average cost of tea brought from 
A sia is about 14 cents a pound and it 
m ay thus seem impossible for us 
to 
compete with the cheap labor of the 
Orient. 
Mr. Wilson states 
that 
he 
would not attempt to grow teas in co m ­ 
petition with these poor grades, but 
only fine t e a s . - E x . 
---------- 


A Catch Crop.—On good land there 
is yet plenty of time to sow cow peas 
and m ake a large crop of forage of 
great value as a stock food and 
of 
equal value for manure 
afterwards. 
Cow peas draw no nitrogen from the 
land but tend rather to improve most 
soils, even when the bulk of the crop 
is out off, the root system s being very 
extensive and the long tap roots bring­ 
ing up fertilizing elements from 
the 
sub-soil. 
The cow pea is a very strong 
food. 
In Florida many of the “ crack­ 
e rs” feed their mules on cow pea hay 
(including the ripe beans) exclusively, 
giving them no additional grain, and 
work them too on this single ration. 


Nitrogen exists in fertilizers in three 
distinct forms, viz., as organic m at­ 
ter, as ammonia, and as nitrates, 
it 
is the most expensive fertilizing in­ 
gredient. 


Moiling C r o p *. 


It is a mistake to assum e that field 
grown crops, harvested at the cost of 
considerable labor, are too costly to 
feed in sum mer; that cows can gather 
their food cheaper than man can, says 
Coleman’s Rural World. 
The fact that 
so much more food can be produced in 
the form of some cultivated crop like 
corn or sorghum than 
will 
be pro­ 
duced on the same land in 
pasture 
grass subjected 
to 
the grazing and 
tram ping of the cow, will more than 
offset the labor item of cost. 
'This 
thought leads to the suggestion that 
it will pay to grow such crops to feed 
green during the summer as a means 
of supplementing the pasture. 
Sweet 
corn is one of the best crops to grow 
for this purpose, particularly the early 
kinds for early 
use. 
By 
planting 
small patches of each of several varie­ 
ties one can easily have a continuous 
supply of green food, which, after one 
has once seen the value of, he will 
never afterwards fail to provide. This 
supplemental crop should be grown as 
near the barn as possible, for conven­ 
ience in feeding, and the land should be 
rich and well prepared, so as to induce 
a rapid growth.

penter sits upon the ground while

and upon this he rests his work and 
keeps it steady with his feet. 
The fa­ 
cility with which the work is executed 
In this position has always been a 
matter of surprise to European work­ 
men. 
In the royal arsenals English 
tools are used and a better system of 
working has been introduced under the 
superintendence of British officers, but 
in the native workshops the workmen 
are still to be seen squatting on the 
ground, and*, being used to this posi­

A good diamond is a good deal colder 
than an imitation and the lapidaries 
say that the best way to detect this 
difference Is to touch the stones to the 
tongue. 
Sapphires, emeralds, 
rubies, 
garnets and other precious stones may 
he tested in the sam e way; the 
real 
stone is invariably colder than the Im­ 
itation. 
The lapidaries do not give a 
reason for the difference, but it may 
be found, perhaps, in the greater densi­ 
ty of the real stones, which makes 
them better conductors of heat. 


A N ew F o l d i n g Moat. 


A western man h as invented an im­ 
proved form of folding boat, which 
should prove very successful as an aid 
to inland fishermen and sojourners in 
the forests of Maine and New H a m p ­ 
shire during the sum m er and fall fish­ 
ing season.

sendeis is the most formidable speci­ 
men of the spider family, measuring 
six inches round the body and possess­ 
ing twelve long, hairy legs with which 
It grips its finny prey. 
It attacks fish

stinging them to death, gluts Itself by 
sucking the juices from the bodies of 
its victims.

A new piece of office furniture Is the 
copying press bath which

signed to take the place of the brush

New M e th o d o f G a l v a n i s in g . 


Formerly the deposition of a zinc 
coating to preserve Iron from rusting 
was only effected by the aid of heat, 
but within two years past a cold proc­ 
ess of galvanizing by electrolysis has 
been put Into practice. 
It is averred 
that the new process overcomes many 
defects of the old, such as lack of uni­ 
formity in the thickness of the zinc 
film and roughness of tho surface. 
Ah 
formerly practiced, galvanizing often 
necessitated the 
recutting of 
screw 
threads on account of tho uneven d e­ 
posit. but with the electrolytic method 
no such difficulty arises. 
It is also 
claimed that tho zinc coating adheres 
more firmly when deposited by the 
new process, while the cost is dimin­ 
ished. 


DyNtrr 
Culture. 
One of the divisions of the United 
States fish commission has investigat­ 
ed a number of problems 
connected 
with oysters and their culture, and has 
reported on tho origin of the color of 
green oysters. 
This variety is due to 
vegetable matter used by the oysters 
for food, and In no way injures the 
edible qualities of the bivalve. 
Red 
oysters have been occasionally noted, 
but there has as yet been no opportu­ 
nity for their Investigation.

G ra u e s fo r Oklahom a. 
The director of the Oklahoma Ex­ 
perim ent Station gays: 
The 
experim ent 
station 
receives 
more inquiries from Oklahoma farm ­ 
ers concerning grasses or clovers than 
on any other one subject. Aside from 
our native grasses there is no true 
grass well adapted for pasture or hay 
or both which with our present knowl­ 
edge and experience we can 
recom­ 
mend with confidence for cultivation 
over the territory generally, and 
the 
same is true of the clovers proper. Ex­ 
perim ents in Kansas and Texas have 
great value in helping us to form con­ 
clusions. 
Over much of these great 
states no one of the cultivated grasses 
proper has been found to thrive. 
At 
the experiment station at Stillwater 
fair success has been obtained on some 
trials with tim othy 
and 
with blue 
grass, but other trials have proved 
failures. 
Orchard grass has done well 
in growth, but a full stand has not 
yet been secured in any* trial. 
Poor 
success has resulted 
from 
repeated 
trials of Bromus inerm us and English 
Fescue, grasses which have been rec­ 
ommended for this region. 
Bermuda 
grass grows readily and spreads rapid­ 
ly in many parts of Oklahoma, and, 
with some m arked objectionable qual­ 
ities, It is coming into favor both as 
lawn and pasture grass. Johnson grass 
makes a vigorous growth. 
It is a 
coarse grass, and the difficulty of erad­ 
icating it is such that many farm ers 
are strongly opposed to its use. 
As yet the safest advice th at can be 
given is to leave much of the rough 
or stony land or any otherwise unde 
sirable for cultivation in the native 
grasses. The station has also had suc­ 
cess with red, alsike and white clover 
in some cases. The last does best, but 
its sm aller size and light yield unfits 
it for sowing alone. 
Alfalfa is by far 
the most successful and valuable hay 
and pasture plant introduced into the 
territory. 
W ith good preparation of 
the soil it thrives well over nearly all 
the eastern half of the territory 
at 
least. 
It is not adapted to lands sub­ 
ject to overflow or those with im pervi­ 
ous subsoil or w hat are called alkali 
lands: neither does it do well on very

There is some danger 
in pasturing cattle or sheep on it, but 
it makes excellent hay. 
It usually 
gives a large yield and its value 
much increased by the fact th at when 
once established it may be relied upon 
for a series of years. 
As a partial substitute for the Ord! 
nary grass, Kafir corn and sorghum 
are increasingly grown, chiefly 
for 
hay or fodder, but with the increasing 
use of these crops for pasturage. Many 
northern farm ers do not take kindly 
to the cultivation of cow peas. 
This 
crop has value as a substitute 
for 
clovers, and its rapid 
growth 
anil 
large yield of fairly palatable and nu­ 
tritive food, as well as its great value 
as a m anuring crop, entitles it to in­ 
creased attention. 
Soy or Soja bean 
has many of the same characteristics, 
but in trials at the station has not 
given nearly so large a yield.

is better adapted for northern 
than 
the southern parts of the 
territory. 
The experim ent station is experim ent­ 
ing with a large num ber of varieties 
of grasses and has not abandoned hope

to be fine, large and early bearers. 
Some of these are said to be equal to 
the American In quality, 
i have not 
fruited any except the American, P ar­ 
agon and Ridgely. 
I have little faith in some of the 
Japanese varieties sent out. 
I have 
sent for some of the varieties grown in 
the East, and have found them to be 
of very poor quality. 
The chestnut has a peculiarity that 
we should not lose sight of, which is 
that while male and female blossoms 
are borne on all trees, the male blos­ 
soms will not pollenlze 
the 
female 
blossoms on the same tree, but the pol­ 
len m ust come from some other tree. 
This Is true when the trees are grown 
from seed; when, however, they are 
grafted varieties, all trees of th at vari­ 
ety are practically the same tree, and 
pollen m ust come from some other tree 
th at is either a seedling or a different 
variety. The Paragon and Ridgely are 
so large, of such good quality and bear 
so young and profusely th at I believe 
it will pay to grow them for m arket. 
We have one decided advantage over 
eastern growers in th at we have no 
chestnut weevils. 
I have never seen 
a wormy chestnut grown in the West. 
The shellbark hickory, of which 
there are many varieties, is native to 
nearly all parts of Illinois, and is one 
of the best nuts we have. 
The old 
trees th at are left when land is cleared 
are apt to die in a few years, not being 
able 
to 
adapt 
themselves 
to 
the 
changed conditions. 
We have not yet 
learned to graft these trees success­ 
fully in this latitude. 
As we cannot 
graft them, the next best thing is to 
plant nuts from the hest nut-hearing 
trees we can find; plant them thick 
enough so th at when they come into 
bearing we can remove all the inferior 
ones and leave only the best. 
Trees 
grown from nuts vary greatly, like 
seedling fruit trees. 
Hickories will 
come into bearing in from fifteen to 
twenty-five years. 
W hat I have said about the hickory 
also applies to the pecan, only I think 
the nuts vary even to a greater extent. 
I think they are the finest native nuts 
we have, and while not growing n at­ 
urally as high up as the northern line 
of this state, I believe they will grow 
and thrive if planted. 
The black w alnut is a rapid grower, 
and comes into bearing sooner than 
the hickory or pecan. 
The butternut 
is a near relative of the black walnut, 
and its treatm ent should be the same. 
That the English walnut can be grown 
in some parts of this state will be 
news to many. There are some grow­ 
ing on a farm near me. 
The nuts 
came from Hungary, and the trees at 
first died down in our hard w inters; 
but now they seem to have adapted 
themselves to our conditions, and some 
of the nuts are here on exhibition

N ut Cull ara, 
(Condensed from Farm er*’ Review Sten­ 
ographic Report of Illinois S tate H o rti­ 
cultural Convention.) 
Mr. E. A. Riehl read a paper on nut 
culture. 
He said: 
Very 
little 
has 
been done in this state in the culture 
of nuts, and it is doubted by m any lf 
nut culture can be made a profitable 
industry. There are undoubtedly parts 
of this country th at are better adapted 
to nut culture with a view to profit 
than is our state, yet I am inclined 
to the,belief th at we may grow certain 
varieties of nuts on some of our lands 
a t a good profit 
However th at may 
be, there is no doubt th at we can and 
should grow nuts for home consump­ 
tion; not merely th at we may save a 
small sum thereby, hut th at we may 
have them ; for, like fruit, if they are 
not grown on the farm, the fam ily is 
very apt to go without them. 
s e * 
The hard-shelled almond is fully as 
hardy as the peach, and will thrive in 
the same localities. 
It is as good ss 
the soft-shelled almond, except th at 
the shell is hard like a peach seed, and 
the outer covering of the seed is hit­ 
ter, which should be removed by being 
scalded and peeled, when it can be 
used for any purpose for which al­ 
monds are used. 
The chestnut thrives in some parts 
of this state, notably on the loose for 
m atlon along the Mississippi river, 
have trees of 
the American sweet 
chestnut, which were planted thirty 
years ago. 
They hear well and regu 
larly, and are among the best we have 
and are perhaps the best for planting 
where profit is concerned. 
Especially 
is this true of the newer and improved 
varieties we now have, like Paragon 
and Ridgely. 
The Paragon is a large 
nut, of excellent quality, bears very 
young, producing nuts often the sec 
ond year from graft, and trees less 
than five feet high will often have sev­ 
eral dozen nuts of the largest size. The 
Ridgely is very sim ilar to the P ara­ 
gon in every way except th at it is 
somewhat sm aller; hut it is a little 
better in quality. 
There are quite a 
number of other varieties th at are said 


Bolling Crop*. 
It is a m istake to assume th at field 
grown crops, harvested at the cost of 
considerable labor, are too costly to 
feed in summ er; th at cows can gather 
their food cheaper than man can, says 
Coleman’s Rural World. The fact th at 
so much more food can be produced in 
the form of some cultivated crop like 
corn or sorghum than 
will 
be pro­ 
duced on the same land in pasture 
grass subjected 
to 
the grazing and 
tram ping of the cow, will more than 
offset the labor item of cost. 
This 
thought leads to the suggestion th at 
it will pay to grow such crops to feed 
green during the summer as a means 
of supplem enting the pasture. 
Sweet 
corn is one of the best crops to grow 
for this purpose, particularly the early 
kinds for early 
use. 
By 
planting 
small patches of each of several varie­ 
ties one can easily have a continuous 
supply of green food, which, after one 
has once seen the value of, he will 
never afterw ards fail to provide. This 
supplemental crop should be grown as 
near the barn as possible, for conven­ 
ience in feeding, and the land should he 
rich and well prepared, so as to induce 
a rapid growth.

Formerly the deposition of a zinc 
coating to preserve iron from rusting 
was only effected by the aid of heat, 
but within two years past a cold proc­ 
ess of galvanizing by electrolysis has 
been put Into practice. 
It is averred 
that the new process overcomes many 
defects of the old, such as lack of uni­ 
formity in the thickness of the zinc 
film and roughness of tho surface. As 
formerly practiced, galvanising often 
necessitated the 
recutting of 
screw 
threads on account of the uneven de­ 
posit, but with the electrolytic method 
no such difficulty arises. 
It is also 
claimed th at the zinc coating adheres 
more firmly when deposited by the 
new process, while the cost Is dlmla* 
lshed.

A Catch Crop.—On good land there 
is yet plenty of time to sow cow peas 
and make a large crop of forage of 
great value as a stock food and 
of 
equal value for m anure 
afterwards. 
Cow peas draw no nitrogen from the 
land but tend rather to improve most 
soils, even when the bulk of the crop 
is cut off, the root systems being very 
extensive and the long tap roots bring­ 
ing up fertilizing elements from

sub-soil. The cow pea is a very strong 
food. 
In Florida many of the “crack­ 
ers” feed their mules on cow pea hay 
(including the ripe beans) exclusively, 
giving them no additional grain, and 
work them too on this single ration.
